RECHARGING AUTOMOBILES. 


System of Resistance Coils by Which 
the Motor Acts as a Dynamo in 


Descending Hills. 
SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 29.—One of the 
greatest drawbacks to the use of the 
ordinary ¢iectric autcmobile is ‘ts in- 
ability to cover more than 30 cr 40 miles 
on a single charge. When the machine 
rune uphill the capacity of the battery 
is greatly reduced, owing to the heavy 
discharges it is called upon to make 
and there is a consequent reduction in 
mileage of from one-third to one-half 
the nominal capacity. On the other 
hand in descending hills, the vehicle 
runs by gravity and no current is taken 
from the battery, but the weight of the 
vehicle, even at comparative slow, 
speeds, gives enough momentum to gen- 
erate considerable current if the motor 
is used as a dynamo, This principle 
has now been introduced for braking 
purposes. Machines are equipped with 
a set Ot resistance coils, through which 
the current generated by the motor 
may be made to pass, the more current 
the more braking effect. This forms a 
very simple, easily controlled and pow- 
erful brake, with no wearing parts and 
nothing whatever to get out of order. 
It will work on the eteepest hilis as 
‘well as on the level, and will retard 
the motion of the carriage to any speed 
desired. This motor is of great value 
in a hilly district, as a considerable 
‘percentage of the additional current 
‘consumed in ascending a hill can be 
recuperated in descending it. Slowing 
down and stopping can be acremplished 
without usigg an extra brake lever, 
and the brief recharging which the 
batteries receive every now and again 
has the effect of S them up to an 
astonishing cares, This is in line 
with the general experience that freshly 
charged batteries. will yield consider- 
ably more curent than when they have 
been standing some hours. The in- 
ventor of this motor claims that with 
it a carriage will run from twenty to 
forty per cent. farther than with the 
usual “series-wound” motor.

How the World’s Fashions are Deter- 


mined Fitting the Costumes to Buyers: 


by Aid of Mannequins. 


{SPECIAL CORRESPON DENCE OF THE TIMES.] 


ARIS, Dec. 29.—Paris dressmakers 
broke through a time-honored cus- 
tom of exclusiveness in deigning to 
step forth from their proud reserve 
as regards the general public on the 
occasion of the World’s Fair. During 
the exhibition it was given to us to 
assist at what we may call the apoth- 
eosis of costume. The lights of the 
Salon de Lumiere are extinguished 
now, but the memory of its. effulgence 
is fresh in the 
particularily those who rarely come 
into contact with the fashionable 
world, and to whom the galaxy of 
gorgeous raiment was as a glimpse of 
fairyland, 
Whereas the 
to come and go unquestioned (many 
with empty purses going there to 
“look round,”) access to the great 
showrooms of the great couturiers is 
denied to those who are actuated 
merely by motives of curiosity. It 
needs abundance of aplomb on the 
part of any woman not a regular cus- 
tomer to carry her through the ordeal 
of getting away without giving an 
order once she has entered the show- 
room of some big-wig. His staff is too 
well drilled into distinguishing visitors 
with no intention of buying trom. vis- 
itors who can be cajoled into doing so. 
The former are met with a frigid cour- 
tesy, while the latter are soon caught 
in the toils of the glib showwoman.

This is not, 
as its name might imply, a lay figure 
creditably stuffed with sawdust, but 
one of fiesh and blood, She may be 
tall or short, fair or dark; pretty or 
merely tolerably good-looking, the 
principle peint is that she should have 
a first-rate slim figure, carry her head 
well, walk with grace and be the mis- 
treas of the art of attitudes. Each 
model is made to fit one or other of 
the “mannequins” employed in the 
establishment, so that it may easily 
be donned over a tight high black 
bodice and sheath Skirt, the uniform 
of the lay figure assistant. Some con- 
cession is made for this reason in its 
fastenings, which must not be too 
complicated, as the rment has to be 
put on and taken off dozens of times 
in the day later on, when the fashion- 
ables will be thronging the dress- 
maker’s show rooms. Once finished, 
the models are carefully put by in 
clothes presses. Foreign buyers are

couturier begins to be mighty busy for 
the winter, and it ie durisg April ard 
May that most summer business is 
done. Once the season is in full swing 
the couturier’s tenement teems witn 
energy and life from rot to ta ement. 
The many workrooms occupy the up- 
per floors.. There are the cutting-out 
rooms, the rooms where the skirts are 
made, separate réoms being devoted 
to bodices and to sleeves, end others 
again to the final adjustment cf these 
three into finished garments. Each 
room is presided over py. a “premiére,” 
who distributes the work, explains its 
nature and enforces workroom rules, of 
which silence is one, though more often 
honored in the breach than in the ob- 
servance. Nowadays every such es- 
tablishment inciudes a tailoring de- 
partment, necessitating more suites of 
woorkrooms. 

The working hours are from 8:3) to 
9 in the morning till 7 or 8 in the even- 
ing, an hour and a half being allowed 
for luncheon, which, never is provided 

the premises Pre@miéres and ven- 
uses, or show Women, patrenize 
Duval or some resta nt of a higher 
class, while the droneé of the hive et 
their midday meals in cheap eating 
houses, eking out their plate of meat, 
garnished, salad and cheese by a taste 
of the fruit in season, bougat from (ue 
of the costermongers’ barrows, which 
suddenly appear on the scene, to dis- 
appear as suddenly a little later. Any 
costermonger who would venture into 
the lordly precincts of the Rue de la 
Paix at any other time would be rep- 
rimanded smartly by the policemen, 
but he and his barrow are tolerated 
for this brief space, during which tbe 
street is deserted by the fine folk, 
whose carriages will be standing three 
deep in two hours hence.

swift, short vision of trailing draperies 
as their wearers digapp°ar beneath the 
tall portals ‘that lead to the premises 
of Mme. Reboux and Virot, Worth and 
Paquin. Doucet is the only one to 
have a — on the front street. It is 
painted white, with a  balustraded 
screen, through the intervals of which 
the passer-by mpses of 
frothy frillings and furbelows. 

ONE OF THE SMART SHOPS. 


Enteri frills and furbelows resolve 
themselv on closer inspection, into 
underskirts, morning jackets, dressing 
gowns, fichus and the like. The 
lingerie department opens out into a 
vestibule at its upper end. Here, 
seated at their high desks, are the 
young women who keep the books and 
make out the bills. To d fro with 
ceascless activity more vetideuses, male 
assistants, who preside ovér the drap- 
ery department in yonder gallery, 
tallors, recognized by the yard measure 
thrown over their shoulders, and young 
apprentices in big oprons laden with 
packets of samples or bearing aloft a 
dress skirt dangling flag-wise from a 
long pole. A short, wide staircase, 
luxuriously carpeted, leads to the show- 
rooms, Mounting these steps in the 
wake of two distinguished looking 
mondaines (sisters apparently) here we 
are in the principal salon, a rectangular 
apartment lighted from above and deco. 
rated in Louls XV style. The furniture, 
in perfect keeping, is upholstered in 
delicate-hued brocade. Arches divide 
this room from another on the right 
surrounded by big presses, and bencath 


the arch, somewhat in the shadow, 


is a choice of comfortabie armchairs 
Taking up my post of observation here, 
I find the sisters are already in con- 
sultation with a show woman. Another 
vendeuse is displaying a tunic of black 
gauze, covered with the shimmer of 
sparkling jet to a woman in half- 
mourning seated by the side of her 
husband, who looks half ashamed to 
find himself in such a situation.

THE VENDEUSE. 


More than a passing mention 1s due 
to the show woman or vendeuse, the 
backbone of a couturier’s establish- 
ment. These are often compartively 
young in years, though old in ex- 
perience; seldom obtained this position 
before five-and-twenty, and will retain 
it for years after they have become 
quite matronly looking. A clever ven- 
deuse is never dismissed, she is retained 
as long as she will stay, which is gene- 
rally until she has put by sufficient to 
retire in comfort on a well-earned com- 
petency. She represents the firm in 
all intercourse with customers; she 
takes up the woman who happens to fal} 
to her share and carries her through 
the whole business; she offers advice 
as to style and materials, totais up the 
probable cost once choice is made, 
over the schedule to the cutter 
and premiére, assists at the fitting and 
is known by name to all the regular 
customers, who will wait until their 
particular vendeuse ig free to attend 
to them, and sometimes make her lit- 
tle presents to keep her in good humor

TAMMANY PANIC. 


Report That Croker Has Left New York 
for Good is Now Gaining Credence 


Everywhere.

EW YORK, Jan. 2.—Tammany -is 

in terror! 

These four words summarize 
the conditions in the inner ma 
ment of the greatest local political 
machine in the country and which 
holds in its grasp the government of 
the second city in the world. 
Tamman; six months ago belleved 
itself to be and, to all appearanced, 
was invincible. Richard Croker was 
one of the very greatest figures in the 
Kansas City Convention. In his arro- 
gance he trampled David B. Hill in 
the dust, and for a moment, in the 
wantonness of his power, Ne set up one 
of his henchmen as the candidate of 
the Empire Stote for the Vice-Presi- 
dency. William J. Bryan bowed low 
to him for the favors he promised— 
the loyal support of Tammany, an 
enormous cam fund, and the elee- 
toral vote of the State of New York. 

Returned to the luxurious lair of the 

Tiger in the Fifth Avenue Democratic 
Club, Croker set up a new leader for 
the old-fashioned Democrats of the in- 
terior of the State. With promises of 
Tammany patronage he debauched the 
active politicians of the State organ- 
ization, gathered into his hands the 
reins of power, and then, to redeem his 
financial pledges, sent his collectors 


into every branch of the municipal ad- 


ministration with orders to assess a 2 
per cent. tribute from every man on the 
pay rolle. Not a man of them 
refuse to contribute. As chairman of 
the Finance Committee, the vast sum 
raised in this way was turned over to 
Richard Croker. The amount of it 
will never be known. Croker will take 
care of that. As the campaign went 
on the Tammany chief let go some 
hundreds of thousands of it, and Na- 
tional Chairman Jones professed to be 
delighted. He expected a million, but 
was glad to compromise on a fraction 
of it. Indeed, Jones was lucky to get 
anything at all from Tammany, for, in 
three words, the policy of that practi- 
cal concern is “Grab and keep.” Ever 
and always is it out for revenue, and 
it cares not from what tainted source 
the revenue comes. The house of i- 
fame, the den of the gambier, what is 
known as the “front-door privilege” 
and scores of other agencies of evil are 
all under tribute. And the instrumen- 
tality of this foul blackmail is the 
Police Commission and their subordi- 
nates, the police force. New York can- 
not have decent government while this 
vile and vicious system of Tammany, 
by Tammany and for Tammany is suf- 
fered to continue.

At last New York has risen in revolt 
against it. Bishop Potter first aroused 
the conscience of the metropolis.

The Republican leaders are unselfishly 
giving their codperation toward driving 
Tammany from power and will support 
any candidate that may be agreed upon 
whose character and standing are of 
a character which gives assurance of 
better and purer. municipal conditions. 

But the most formidable and prac- 
tical of all the movements against 
Croker and Tammany is that led by 
John C. Sheehan. It strikes at the 
very vitals of the Wigwam, and is 
sweeping into ite ranks the men, dis- 
gusted with Croker’s methods, upon 
whom Tammany depends for success 
at the polis. Sheehan has recently 
exposed the baseness, selfishness and 
trenchery of Croker in his political 
methods. It was a revelation of po- 
litical perfidy and has had the effect of 
alienating from the Tammany boss an 
immense number of followers that 
hitherto reposed the most implicit con- 
fidence In him. Neither Croker him- 
self, nor anyone for him, has ven- 
tured to reply to that terrific onslaught.

Report of American Consul at Malaga. 

I have to report a serious shortage 
in the Malaga grape crop. The grapes 
known to commerce as Malaga grapes 
are really grown in the province of 
Almeria, and are shipped to the United 
States through the agency at the city: 
of Almeria, a fine seaport on the 
Mediterranean coast, one hundred 
miles from Malaga. They are the 
finest grapes in Spain and are almost 
unique in the fact that they maintain 
their freshness, firmness and flavor for 
months after being eut from the vine. 
Thus it happens that in all the great 
cities of Europe and the United States 
these ‘grapes are the choicest article 
ros fruit to be had generally in midwin- 
er. 

In 1899 the crop amounted to abeut 
eight hundred thousand barrels. .This 
year, up to September 15, the promise 
was even better than usual, and it was 
estimated that fully one million bar- 
rels would be gathered. Unfortunately, 
beginning on September 15, the prov- 
inces of Malaga and Almeria were vis- 
ited by a succession of rainstorms, 
which wrought a great damage to the 
Malaga raisin crop and considerable 
loss to the Almeria grape crop. But 
the loss in the province of Almeria 
was not so great until the inundations — 
of October 20, 21 and 22 swept down 
upon the great vineyards. ot ony 
were the grapes still on the vines 


much impaired in quality, but there 


was a large outright loss. 

Last year there were exported from 
this consular district to the United 
States about 160,000 barrels of these 
grapes. This year the exportation will 
fall short fully fifty thousand barrels, 
and In the whole crop there is a propor. 
tionate shortage. It may be expected, 
therefore, that Malaga grapes will Be 
scarce and dear this winter, not only 
in New York, but in London and Paris.

ACAO, Dec. 1, 1900.—Macao is the smalle t and 

oldest of all the European colonies cf the Far East.

This strangest 
of trees is principally indigenous to the great Mojave 
Desert, in Southeastern Califernia, where it thrives 
abundantly and with no other nourishmest than is af-

The cultivation ef the Opuntia tura cactus in the sterile 


foothill districts, where it vegetatcs most prof:s ly, offers 
a novel inducement in the re:tcraticn to th's continent of 
the valuable cochineal industry for which our climate is 
peculiarly adapted. The rative country of the cochineal is 
Mexico, but through sheer neglect the industry has been 
largely absorbed by South America and the Canary ISI- 
ands, whence comes the greater porticn of the supply. In 
rearing the cochineal insect immense plantations of the 
tuna cactus, frequently representing so0,00o plants each, 
are maintained. In additicn to the revenue dccivel from 
the insects it nurtures, the fruit of the tuna, which is 
born in great profusion, yields a rich crimson pigment of 
considerable value commercially. This fruit, which is 
commonly known as the Indian fig, or prickly pear, is 
highly esteemed as an edible in Southern Europe, the 
Canaties and Northern Africa, in which ccuntries it con- 
stitutes an important product. Tte fru't is alto possessed 
of certain medicinal virtues, be ug frecly acm nisteced as a 
cooling drink in the case of fever, and r:geried as a valu- 
able remedy for the cure of ulcers. 

The hardihood of the tuna cactus is quite es remarkable 
as that of its elephantine cousin previously referred to. 
In the countries where its commercial status is the high- 
est, its cultivation is often successfully carried on in dis- 
tricts that have previously been absolutely inein:rated by 
volcanic action In such regions the planting of the shrub 
is frequently accomplished by merely thrusting one of the 
thorny sprouts into a cleft of lava rock, from which por- 
tion it speedily develops into a thriving tree. On its na- 
tive American heaths the tuna, ty reason of its more con- 
genial environments, attains to much larger proportions 
than anywhere else in the werld, yet its value in these

_ Probably the most valuable product indigenous to the 
American desert is the maguey or agave, a plant par- 
takiog of identically the same nature ani tendencies as 
the cactus. In appeatance, however, it is of an altogether 
different order and represents a series of flat, armored 
blades radiating from a central bulb. In numerous arid dis- 
tricts of Mexico the maguey is extensively cultiva ei, its 
leaves and bulbs yielding a variety of products such as 
spirits, cordage, and textiles.

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The Propensity of Epileptics to Travel. 


R. W. p. SPRAT’ ING, in explaining the teniency of 

the epileptic to travel, states his belief that the act is 
not performed in obedience to a desire of th: epileptic; 
but is a phenomenon showing a distucbed condition of the 
brain, and is a merely mechanical performance, entirely 
beyond the control of the patient. In certain peculiar 
phases of epilepsy the patient when first seized will break 
into a violent run, and sometimes travel two or thrée miles 
as fast am he can go, and then perhaps fall exhausted at 
the end. On the other hand, an epileptic may have the 
sensory half of the brain affected and a slight disturbance 
of the motor half. This may cause the patient to travel 
days and weeks without being fully conscious of what he 
is about. Finally he will awaken to his full senses with 
complete loss of knowledge of what has transpired in the 
meantime, because h's sensory apparatus has been tlutted. 
In opposition to many medical authors, who hold that in 
cases of epilepsy, during a convulsive attack, consciousness 
is lost, Dr. Spratling claims that cons-iousness may be dis- 
turbed, but probadly about 6p per cent. do not lose con- 
sciousness completely. Illustrating the matter, he states 
that the brain is divided intg two halves—the motor half 
and the sensory half. The sensory half includes the mind; 
the motor half includes the control of the muscular and 
moving action of the body. The brain ceceives a stimula- 
tion, perhaps, through some part of the sensory apparatus, 
and this stimulation in turn sets in motion the motor half 
of the body, or perhaps the motor half is directly irritated 
12 the first instance. In whatever way the irritation is 
applied, the motor half is sooner or later involved and 
set in motion. A person may suffer an ep'leptic seizure, 
which abolishes the sensory half of the brain at once, ani 
then immediately involves the motor half of the brain. 
This involvement may attack first that part of the brain 
that controls motion, the use of the legs, arms, etc., and 
when it docs it is apt to set these parts of the body into 
violent activity. Hence the irresponsible activity of many 
epileptics.

Vaccination for Snake Bite. 


ND now it is claimed that people may be rendered 


immune from snake bite by vaccination with snake 


poison, just as they are vaccinated for smallpox. An east- 
erm journal prints the following: 

“The snake himself furnishes the remedy for his bite 
under the method invented by Prof. Frazer of Edinburgh, 
and Dr. A. Calmette of the Pasteur Institute, France. 
Snake venom is injected into the bodies of living animals 
in doses at first small and gradually becoming larger until 
the animal is proof against harm from a bite even of the 
largest serpent. 

“From the animals thus immunized a serum is procured 
—serum in the liquid, colorless element of blood—which, 
injected into the veins of a man, renders him also safe 
from harm should a snake bite him, or, if administered soon 
after a bite, will neutralize the poison. ) 

“Antivenine is the name given to the serum. Dwe 
in snake countries who are wise will fortfy their bod with 
it beforehand rather than take chances of procuring a dose 
after the snake has done his work, as delay might be fatal. 

“How long a dose of the serum will make a mas proof 
against snake poison has not been found out yet, but the 
influence lasts more than thirty days in a rabbit. 

“One of the most interesting discoveries made by the 
savants in their experiments was that an innoculated mother 
can impart immunity to her offspring. A tabby cat was 
one of the many subjects employed. Cobra venom was 
pumped into her blood by slow degrees until she was in a 
fit condition to play tag with a family of snakes and not 
come to any harm. i 

“Shortly afterward she presented the gratified scientists 
with a family of six bouncing kittens—which meant to 
them six new subjects for experiment. 

“Those unhappy kittens soon felt the prick of the hypo- 
dermic needle and the sickness that follows small doses of 
snake poison, and, not knowing that it was in the interest 
of mankind, they doubtless felt aggrieved. 

“The astonishing part of it was that they provei not 
at all susceptible to the venom, and the obvious conclusion 
was that the mother’s milk immunized them. One of them 
actually withstood twice the dose large erough to kill a 
full-grown cat. It is sad to record that the savants, hungry 


| for precise facts, killed another of the kittens by injecting 


a triple dose. 

“It is generally supposed that snake poison taken into 
the stomach has no effect upon the system, but Dr. Frazer 
has come to the conclusion that it acts as a prophylactic 
against snake bite just as quinine does against malar‘a. | 

“This is one of the instances in which science has con- 
firmed a discovery of savage man. The Bushmen of South 
Africa swallow the poison bags of snakes to make them- 
selves immune from the fangs, and the blacks of Australia, 
by eating venomous snakes whole, arrive at the same re- 
sult, in addition to providing themselves with a hearty 
meal When kangaroos are scarce, 

“How the Moqui Indians of Arizona protect themselves 
against poison in their famous snake dances, when they 
Yreely take rattlers in their mouths and are often bitten, is 
not known outside the order of pricsthood to which this 
rite is confined, but there is ground for suspicion that they, 
too, fortify themselves by swallowing the poison. 

“A Cape Colony physician, Dr. Lawrence, knew a Kaffir 
boy who allowed deadly snakes to bite him and showed no 
ill-effects from it. He explained his immunity by relat- 
ing that when a child he had been bitten by a buff adder. 
and his father had killed the adder, removed the po-son 
glands and dosed him with pellets of mad, dipped in the 
venom. 

“Prof. Calmette procured his snake poison from De hi, 
India. For $5 a month a Mahometan named Kuilan ſur- 


nished him with the venom extracted from 100 live cobras.

“He had a special room with a floor of polished cement 


on which the snakes, which need unevenness of sucfa 
for locomotion, were almost helpless. 

“Kullan, who had a knack of gaining control over his 
captives and talked to them as if they were his dearest 
friends, would collect the venom by holding a conclave 
watch-glass in a reptile’s mouth while he grasped its neck 
with the other hand. 

“The cobra would close its fangs on the glass ani squirt 
a dose of venom into the hollow. From sixty to one hun- 


dred snakes would be thus ‘milked’ in the course of the 


morning. 

“The venom in the watch-glasses was allowed to dry to 
a flaky yellow powder, and was then scraped inte tubes, 
sealed up and forwarded to Prof. Calmette. 

“Mr. Ditmar, who has charge of the reptiles at Bronx 
Park, has a different method of extract'ng the poison. He 
fastens a handkerchief over the mouth of a tumbler and 
permits the rattlesnake, or whatever it may be, to bite 
through it. 

“There is a fine collection of snakes, including three or 
four large cobras, at the Bronx Zoo. Mr. Ditmar began by
